Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the School District 
of Pittsburg: 


FOREWORD 


History tells us that a great majority of our early forefathers 
on this continent received a goodly share of their early education 
outside of school. Theirs was the rigorous school of life which 
was required to meet the challenges of the times, and not too 
much thought was given to subject matter content and the best 
way to get it across to the learner. Survival itself sufficed out- 
side and the birch rod spoke rather convincingly inside the class- 
room. 


In the atomic and space age of today, when we have come to 
lean more and more upon mechanization and scientific advance- 
ment to get things done, of necessity greater and greater reliance 
has had to be placed upon the more formal aspect of the educa- 
tional effort. Although certain values, certain knowledge, and 
certain skills of long and universal standing apply just as much 
today as they did when our ancestors hit this country, the constant 
demand for new learnings and competencies emphasizes the 
urgency of an educational program of ever growing scope and 
quality. 


As has been true down through the years, the two factors 
within the schools which will largely determine the extent that 
education meets this challenge are the learner and what he 
learns. With greater recognition of the unique differences and the 
greatly broadened experience horizons of the former, and the 
designing of procedures and selection of subject matter content 
in keeping with the latter, the standards of achievement may 
well be extended beyond the present academic level. 


TEACHERS 


With the employment of four new teachers this year, two 
additional over last year and two replacements, the change in 
the staff is the greatest that has occurred for some time. Brian 
L. Dent, who received his bachelor’s degree from Bemidji 
State College, Minnesota, in which state he has had previous 
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experience, teaches English in Grades 7-9 and Social Studies 
in Grades 7-8. Mrs. Joanna T. Manning, a graduate of the 
University of Vermont, and who is a veteran teacher with 
extensive experience in several high schools, teaches Social 
Studies. Mrs. May F. Thibeault, a former teacher in our school 
who received her training at Plymouth Teachers College, is 
now the school librarian employed on a part-time basis. Mrs. 
Alma B. Chappell, a veteran teacher with many years of ex- 
perience in the different districts within this supervisory union, 
who also received her training at the same college, teaches 
Grades 1-2. 

The teachers returning to work with Grades 7-12 with res- 
pective subjects taught are: Principal Stephen E. Dehl, Mathe- 
matics; Mrs. Helen Barclay, English, French; Marshall E. 
Corrick, Mathematics, General Science, Biology, Physics, Athle- 
tics; -Mrs, Dorothy PP... Parker, Home. Economies,.._.General 
Science; Raymond P. Stuart, Shop; and Mrs. Katherine B. 
von Dohrmann, Commerce. The two returning teachers in the 
first six grades are Mrs. Doris J. Chappell, Grades 5-6; and 
Mrs. Rosalie F. Hawes, Grades 3-4. Louis E. Micucci, employed 
to teach Music on a part-time basis, works with pupils at all 
grade levels. 


SCHOOL NURSE — HEALTH 


Mrs. Dorothy L. Ducret, our new school nurse, who received 
her training at the Maine General Hospital, Portland, Maine, is 
continuing the same comprehensive type of program as has been 
done during the past several years, which has been so effective 
in maintaining consistent overall good health in the schools. As 
has been cited before, in addition to the many daily and routine 
services, the work includes complete physical examinations every 
four years, various periodic immunizations, and annual pre-school 
and X-ray clinics. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


Although the enrollment is up slightly over last year, it is 
still smaller than it was during the three preceding years. For 
purposes of comparison the number of pupils enrolled in Grades 
1-8 and 9-12 for the past five years beginning with the current 
year shows successive counts of 102 and 47, 101 and 39, 113 
and 38, 120 and 386, 113 and 41. Four high school pupils are 
enrolled at the present time from Clarksville. The average per- 
centage of attendance for the past year was 96.69 in Grades 
1-8 and 96.63 in Grades 9-12 while the total number of tardi- 
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nesses for these respective groups was 20 and 389 respectively. 
Both the attendance and the tardiness records for the entire 
school merit commendation. 


NOTES ON THE BUDGET 


The School Board’s budget for 1964-65 is $100,855.00 in 
comparison to $98,760.00 for the current year. This amount is 
reduced by estimated receipts of $6,500.00 which leaves 
$93,855.00 to be raised by taxes by the town as compared to 
$90,760.00 for the current year. Although there is an appre- 
ciable reduction in the amount allotted for new equipment, pro- 
vision for increases in salaries and for higher transportation 
costs results in an overall increase in the budget. 


GROUNDS—BUILDINGS—EQUIPMENT 


Again during the summer vacation period, as has been done 
during the past three years, more loam has been added to the 
playground. In addition to the machine work, considerable hand 
work was done also, especially on the West side, in leveling, 
smoothing and seeding down. 

Most work done inside the building was confined to the 
installation of book shelves in the conversion of the front right 
hand classroom on the first floor into the new school library, and 
in equipping the exit areas back of the stage and the lobby of 
the auditorium-gymnasium with safety lights. 

New items of equipment purchased during the last year 
include a large wall-size demonstrator slide rule, two basic 
electricity sets, and miscellaneous small items for Shop; a large 
size vacuum cleaner to assist with the janitorial work; four fire 
extinguishers; and sixteen chairs, four tables, a desk, and a 
card filing cabinet for the Library. Sincere appreciation is ex- 
pressed to the Beecher Falls Manufacturing Company for the 
gift of the tables. With the chairs and tables finished in nutmeg, 
and with the shelves stained to match, a beautiful overall effect 
results. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Although instituted only since the opening of school last fall, 
the increased use of the new library during the successive weeks 
by both teachers and pupils clearly indicates its value. It is now 
possible to supplement and to enrich the basic textbook infor- 
mation in the different subject areas to a much greater extent 
than was formerly possible. Also, with the help of the librarian, 
reference material needs can be determined, and books in the 
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respective fields selected. 


As has been explained before, extra-class and extra-curricular 
activities contribute much to the overall life of the school, and 
provide opportunities for the arousing of interests and develop- 
ment of potentialities which otherwise might never be known. 


The continued relatively large number of pupils patronizing 
the school lunch program year after year bespeaks their apprecia- 
tion of what is done for them, and for the school, in the building) 
of morale and the maintaining of good health by this vitally 
important activity. Much credit is due the operator, Mrs. Helen 
A. Foote, for all that she has done and is doing in contributing 
to the success of this program. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to express my deep appreciation to the members of the 
School Board, parents, teachers, and citizens for all the assis- 
tance and cooperation received as we have worked together 
during the past several years to provide and to maintain high 
standards in our schools.

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REPORT TO HEALTH OFFICER TOWN OF PITTSBURG 
FROM JULY 5 - DECEMBER 31, 1963 


My work as state public health nurse started on July 5th. 
This is the reason for the reports on these dates. My first months 
were spent in orientation and learning my work as public health 
nurse so I can be of some help to the people in this community. 


Home cails were made to adults, all newborns and some pre- 
schools. This is to stress the need of medical follow up and im- 
munizations against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, small- 
pox and polio. Science has provided protection against these 
diseases and it is important for the parents to see that their 
children are protected. 


An orthopedic clinic will be held in Stewartstown in 1964. 
My sincere thanks for the cooperation received.
